SOME MISTAKES ARE LEGENDARY. 
Occurring in print media, an editorial blun- 
der of colossal proportions can gain folk- 
loric significance, forever intertwined with 
the history it so poorly tried to report. 
We may have came close to such heights 
of gaffe lionization with the New York 
Post's much-ridiculed “exclusive” last June 
in which the news tabloid giddily reported 
that reliable sources had confirmed that 
John Kerry selected Dick Gephardt as his 
running mate in the 2004 US Presidential 
Election. (As we all know, Senator John 
Edwards received the honour of joining 
that sinking ship.) 

“DEWEY DEFEATS TRUMAN” shout- 
ed the headline of the November 3, 1948 
edition of the Chicago Daily Tribune. It is 
that decree—specifically, a copy of the 
daily being held up by a grinning (and victo- 
rious) Harry Truman—which will be for- 
ever remembered as the defining image of 
the 1948 Presidential election, and also as 
perhaps the most infamous example of 
journalistic error in history. 

Most mistakes in the print media don’t 
receive such glories. These errors happen 
every day: false data, misspelled names, and

caption errors account for the bulk of 
them. In most circumstances, they are 
honest mistakes made by writers and edi- 
tors under the pressures of strict deadlines 
and unrelenting workloads. Others, unfor- 
tunately, may be the result of questionable 
journalistic practices or intentional misin- 
formation. In these cases, it is important 
that we return to the familiar refrain: who 
watches the watchers? 

Regret The Error, a website that 
“Reports on corrections, retractions, clari- 
fications and trends regarding accuracy and 
honesty in the media,” hopes to step up 
into this role. Cataloging notable media 
blunders in a daily blog format, Montréal 
editor Craig Silverman offers a cross-sec- 
tion of errors that are sometimes humor- 
ous, sometimes scary, and far more inter- 
esting than you might suspect. 

Consider its maiden entry, a much- 
delayed apology from Kentucky's Lexing- 
ton Herald-Leader on the 40th anniversary 
of 1964's Civil Rights Act, which Silverman 
describes as “One of those ‘Holy Shit, 
Martha!” stories that papers everywhere 
covered to make readers spit out their 
morning coffee”: “tt has come to the edi- 
tor’s attention that the Herald-Leader 
neglected to cover the civil rights move- 
ment. We regret the omission.” Better 
late than never? 

Other errors logged here have varying 
levels of innocuousness. One of my 


favorites is the ill-advised headline of the | |

And compared to his 
past works, Love, Poverty, and War 
sometimes feels hastily assembled 
Hitchens chooses his title from an 
old proverb that no man can escape 
all three conditions, and he uses each 
of the three to head a section of his 
book. As a unifying device, though, 
it’s only partly successful. “Love,” for 
instance, is composed of his mar- 
velous literary criticism from The 
Atlantic and a couple of self-indul- 
gent but amusing travelogues from 
Vanity Fair. The “Poverty” section 
has a few gems of the ad hominem 
variety that have made his reputa- 
tion. But only the section entitled 
“War" is appropriately named, con- 
cerning, as it does, America’s recent

entanglements in warmer areas of 
the world. 

Even before his most recent incar-. 
nation as an apologist for Bush’s war 
in Iraq, Hitchens has made a career 
of vaulting himself from controversy 
to controversy. He gained a few 
friends and a lot of enemies when he 
published Missionary Position: Mother 
Teresa in Theory and Practice in 1995. 
This turned out to be a winning for- 
mula, and he went on to attack Bill 
Clinton in No One Left to Lie To, and— 
most famously—Henry Kissinger in 
The Trial of Henry Kissinger. 

And he’s just as combative in the 
present volume— perhaps too com- 
bative. Included are attacks on targets 
as various as Noam Chomsky, the 
Dalai Lama, and Mel Gibson. His 
short invective against Michael 
Moore, however, is far and away the 
most vitriolic. One wonders what 
Hitchens’s editors were thinking 
when, in the Moore essay, they let 
him write, “Any time, Michael my 
boy... Any show. Any place. Any 


platform. Let’s see what you're made 


of.” Mercifully, Hitchens stops short 
of referring to Moore as “bitch.”

THE DANCING ARCHIVE 

It was as though the US embargo 
on Cuba particularly extended to 
jazz dance. “Jazz dance is not done 
in Cuba and yet you've got these 
Cuban dancing bodies that are 
intrinsically jazzified. | couldn't wait 
to get my choreographic hands on 
them. Not to have them do what we 
already do, but to create another 
level of expression. That was my 
quest.” 

Like jazz dance, Cuban dance 
forms owe an immeasurable debt to 
African culture. Cuban artists have 
methodically created a distinctly 
Cuban music and dance that 
archives the rich details of African 
traditions that survived the transport 
of African slaves and hundreds of 
years of assimilation. 

In Cuba and its dancers, Stilwell 
found a veritable gold mine of the 
raw material to synthesize a rich 
new jazz dance. The idea was to 
combine the DJD style with some of 
Cuba’s astounding talent. 

Stilwell, no longer a DJD compa- 
ny member, approached longtime 
DJD dancer and co-artistic director 
Kimberley Cooper to help her spear- 
head the project. DJD artistic director 
Vicki Adams Willis endorsed the 
project with full support, commit- 
ting the DJD Company of eight 
dancers and four musicians to travel 
to Cuba for the creative process.

“Our legs still 
move very differently, but as a first 
draft, the movement is quite success 
ful,” says Stilwell. “The cake is still a 
bit lumpy... but it was essential for 
the audience to see the raw ingredi- 
ents.” 

‘What we wanted to do was to 
share the ingredients, give audiences 
a taste of what DJD is known for, 
introduce the very traditional Afro 
Cuban elements and then mix them 
together,” says Stilwell 

Traveling with the DJD company 
are familiar faces and local musi- 
cians including Musical Director and 
Keyboardist, Chris Andrew, Percus- 
sionist Mario Allende and Bassist 
Rubim de Toledo of jBomba!, as well 
as drummer Sandro Dominelli. 

“The musicians are just terrific.

SOUND AND FURY THEATRE’S PRODUC 
tion of Shakespeare’s Much Ado About Nothing 
is riddled with good intentions. 

Set on an Alberta farm, immediately after 
World War Il, Brent Jans's production sets 
the courtships of battling anti-sweethearts 
Beatrice and Benedick against the backdrop 
of the impending baby boom, the return of 
women to the kitchen and nursery, and the 
euphoria of a world newly at peace. 

The intent to make the already rambunc- 
tiously witty play even more so is laudable, as 
is the casting of new Edmonton talent With 
the exception of productions by companies 
like The Citadel, the Free Will Players, and 
the odd academic exercise, young actors do 
not generally get a chance to perform the 
Bard. Since its inception nearly a decade ago, 
Sound and Fury has made its name with intel- 
ligently staged and adapted “pocket” Shake- 
speares as well as other literary adaptations. 

However, this production is not up to 
Sound and Fury’s usual excellent standard, A 
slew of textual changes wherein “I learn in 
this Letter, that Don Pedro of Aragon, 
comes this night to Messina” becomes “I 
learn in this letter that Don Peters of Edmon- 
ton comes this night to Messina” (and the 
like) places an uneasy sense of anachronism 
upon the 90 minutes. Why director/adaptor 
Brent Jans decided to impose his setting upon 
the play instead of allowing it to flow naturally 
through costuming and set design is beyond 
me.

The Ring virus continues to spread...

Whether you buy that or not, The 
Ring's stony set-piece has come to 
symbolize something else as of late 
the movie industry’s business 
model of drawing water froma 
well till it’s dry. The Ring Two 
proves that as far as the series goes 
now in its umpteenth incarnation 
(including sequels, remakes, and 
rip-offs) since director Hideo Naka 
ta adapted K6ji Suzuki's novel 
Ringu in 1998, the well is dry.

WHILE THE RECIPE FOR RED BEANS 
and rice hasn’t changed in 150 
years, that doesn’t mean that the 
way it is prepared hasn't changed. 
It’s much the same way with New 
Orleans music: constant but always 
evolving. For instance, when this 
interviewer suggests that Preserva- 
tion Hall Jazz Band is like a living 
museum. Ben Jaffe, son of Preserva- 
tion Hall founders Allan and San- 


dra Jaffe, is adamant that such is not 
the case. 

“We don’t think of it as a muse- 
um,” says the current bass player in 
the group. “It’s more of a living, 
breathing organism. Yes, the music 
we play has its repertoire defined 
by the ’20s and ‘30s, but it draws on 
the entire Diaspora of New 
Orleans—Caribbean, Haitian, Span- 
ish, and French cultural influences 
that are as vital today as they were 
150 years ago. You know, when 
people look at a map, they think 
New Orleans is in the south, but 
people from New Orleans know 
that it’s really in the northern 
Caribbean.” 


ONE-STOP SHOP 

He carries the food analogy fur- 
ther. “Musical tradition is like culi- 
nary tradition. That recipe for red 
beans and rice may not have 
changed in 150 years, but now I 
don’t have to go to five different 
places to get the ingredients, and I’m 
not cooking over an open fire. But, it 
still takes nine hours to prepare. It's 
the same way for New Orleans 
music. The traditions remains the 
same—the music came about as 
entertainment in the brothels, bar 
rooms, and concert halls and could 
only develop in New Orleans as part 
of the whole cultural aesthetic. 
When the band plays “Tiger Rag,” 





it’s an old recipe, and we may sound 
like Louis Armstrong, but we play 
music ina contemporary way that 
has its roots in history. No one is try- 
ing to sound like the originators; 
we're just working from their 
recipe.” 

It's a recipe, and method, that has 
been handed down for generations 
in a way unique to New Orleans. 
“Music remains in families and 
neighbourhoods in New Orleans,” 
Jaffe explains. “Most musicians 
come out of musical families, and 
everybody knows each other. Music 
keeps you young, and people play 
into their 70s and 80s; when it’s time 
for them to move on their replace- 





ment is obvious and has usually 
been mentored for many years.” 


ROLE CALL 
The current line up of the Prese; 

vation Hall Jazz Band features seve; 
ees and all but one grew up in 
New Orleans. Frank Demond, troy 
bone, was born in Los Angeles. N; 
72, his love for New Orleans jazz 
had him seek out the originators 
the music; eventually he took the 
place of Jim Robinson in the front 
line at Preservation Hall. Bandleade; 
and trumpeter John Brunious has 
been living and breathing the musi 
of New Orleans since he can remem 
ber; clarinetist Ralph Johnson playei 
with Dr. John, Johnny Adams, Th: 
Impressions, and a host of others 
before joining the group in the mid- 
‘90s. Drummer Joe Lastie Jr. came 
from a musical family in which his 
mother, both grandfathers, and three 
uncles were all musicians. Rickie 
Monie, piano, answered the call to 
join the band in 1982, part of a life- 
long love affair with jazz. Guitar and 
banjo player Don Vappie took over 
the guitar chair from Narvin Kimball 
in 1999, 

The appeal of the Preservation 
Hall Jazz Band seems universal; they 
are booked solid worldwide, and a 
steady stream of visitors pay tribute 
to the Hall in New Orleans. 

Jaffe is candid about this success 
“We are a great band playing great 
music—New Orleans music that 
crosses all barriers: cultural, geo- 
graphic, language. We touch people 
onan emotional level. In Taiwan, 
people danced to our music and, 
though people in Taiwan dance di- 
ferently from Americans, the need to 
move to the music was there. We 
keep the show lively, introduce the 
different aspects of the band as 
soloists and ensemble parts; we fea- 
ture Creole songs and all the differ- 
ent styles of New Orleans music.”

If 
you commit to the set however, you will be 
richly rewarded with moments of brilliance, 
heartache, and wry humour. This is not, 
however, a collection for the faint of heart 
or stomach: even the most devoted Cave 
aficionados may squirm slightly at the 
bloody-minded “Knoxville Girl,” a misogynis- 
tic lark that makes the more gruesome sam- 
plings from Murder Ballads sound like chil- 
dren’s poems.

She didn’t appear to hear, nor to 
heed the smidgen I had formed with 
my index finger and thumb. I gota 
healthy dollop of sauce. 

At the end of the counter there 
wasa sports-drink bottle converted 
to use as a soy sauce dispenser and a 
large squeeze-bottle with the hand- 
written label VERY SPICY! I do like 
a challenge, so I pooted forth a mod- 
erate quantity of the brownish-red 
goo beside my food. And away!
